FLOUR MILLS EXPLOSION. 
The remarkable explosion which took 
place in the fl mr mills at Minneapolis, 
on the 3J of May, has created a great deaj 
of inquiry and discussion as to the cause of 
such an accident. An explosion more ter­ 
rific and calamitous, cauli Lot have been 
created by the bursting of a steam boiler. 
How the ii mr dust, which permeates all 
parts of the mill, could become so inflated 
with gases as to explode with such tremen­ 
dous force and with such destructive and 
deadly results, is a question which has not 
been 
understood 
by 
the 
pub­ 
lic 
generally. 
But 
the 
records 
show that there are very many cases of 
this kind of explosion, and some of them 
have been very disastrous. A recent num­ 
ber of the Worcester Gazette gives a num­ 
ber of Instances in which these accidents 
have occurred. 
The first explosion on 
record is that of the Tradestown Mills In 
Glasgow, Scotland, which was caused by 
the ignition of sparks from the friction of 
two of the stones, where the grain had 
been s.opped. The sparks emitted from 
the stones which were revolving with 
great velocity, set the dust in the mill on 
fire, and an explosion instantly took place. 
it came with 
such 
force 
that 
the 
gable ends of the stone mill were blown 
oui completely, and the building reduced 
to rums in a short lime. This disaster was 
scientifically investigated, aud the facts 
were clearly brought out by experiments 
and in q u iry , that under certain conditions 
ti mr du*t would explode, and with tearful 
results. Prof. McAdams says the compo­ 
sition of llour dust 19 chiefty starch and 
gluten, wilh small portions of gum, sugar, 
and oil, all of which contain carbon, hy­ 
drogen, and oxygen, and when brought in 
contact with fire, yield car boh ic acid gases 
and “these gases necessarily occupy a great­ 
er space than tb^dust and air from which 
they are dertfed particularly under the 
high temperature produced by the burn­ 
ing, and their instantaneous expansion is 
called aa explosion*” 
Within the past dozen years there have 
been eight prominent explosions of ftmr 
mills lo this coilutry, and all ol them caus­ 
ed by the burning of this“fi mr dust/’ The 
mills of Champion, Adams <£ G o, were 
thus destroyed rn Deli o il, three years aga 
In 1804, a miller at tho Maconuh mills, in 
Illinois, carried a lighted lamp to the 
middlings 
chest. 
The 
dust 
was 
Ignited 
by 
the 
heat 
from 
the lamp, aseethe mill was burned to the 
ground. Large mills at Bt. Louis in 1868; 
at Evansville, Indiana, in 1875 ; at Dover, 
Kentucky, ab >ui the same time ; at Mil­ 
waukee ta I S'.‘J ; aud not long ago, at 
Binghamton, New York, a disastrous con­ 
flagration occurred, caused by the sparks 
from the stone igniting the flour dust. But 
ol all the mill explosions in the history ol 
this or any other country, that at Minne­ 
apolis is the most remarkable and the most 
disastrous.

There is a go<nJ deal of comment in 
Philadelphia, m view of the out spoken

Vet stifler me one word in 
reference to an approaching evil, which, 
like the cloud which the prophets servant 
saw in the West as he stood on Mount 
Carmel, though now no larger than a m ans

aw are 
ot 
its 
approach. 
I 
refer to the efforts now being made, osten­ 
sibly in bebait of the laboring men, bul 
really by Communistic infidels, to bring 
about a conflict between labor and capital, 
the rich anti the poor, the workingmen and 
corporations, which can not but result in 
devastation aud ruin. We experienced the 
first fruits ot this out-crOpping evil in the 
labor strikes and the disarrangement at 
trade and travel which so startled us last 
summer. 
The power which then put it­ 
self forth was comparatively harm less, be­ 
cause not tvell organized aud consolidated. 
That detect of last year is being remedied 
by the party JeaJeis this year. 
We hear 
all around us, and especially In the west, ot 
associations and gatherings and drillings, 
w ith m ilitary manuals and arms, of this 
dangerous and intl Amable element.

Can a Man fly? 


The reopening of the il\rm a n c n t E xhi­ 
bition in PnilEddphia is saiJ to be the oc­ 
casion of the first exhibition of a flying 
machine that is attracting considerable 
attention 
The inventor is a Pennsylva­ 
nian, and standing on the wreck of two 
hundred failures, the product of the last ten 
years in this country,be proposes to launch 
his m achine into the air for a lour-hour.- 
trip. The invention is described as a black 
•ilk cylinder, twenty-four feet in length 
ana twelve feet in diam eter, which i» 
charged with hydrogen. 
A car and plat­ 
form upon which the operator sits if sus­ 
pended to the cylinder by slender brt^s 
rod* and cords, and extends nearly the 
whole length of the cylinder, tapering to a 
point at either end. 
A fan, constructed of 
thin brass plates, resembling the screw of a 
propeller, revolves en an uptight shaft be­ 
low the level of the platform, being turned 
by cranks, and another similar fan is affix­ 
ed to the front end of the car, and so con­ 
structed that it can be turned in any direc­ 
tion with the feet of the operator. 
The 
cylinder sustains all but a fraction of the 
weight to be carried, and the rest will be 
lifted by the central fan, which presses 
upon the air with a movement sim ilar to 
that of a propeller wheel Jo the water. The 
cod fan is for steering. 
The name of the 
inventor of the machine is E. F . Ritchell, 
who asserts that he has made satisfactory 
experim ents with it before expert*, had 
demonstrated its capability of remaining 
several hours iu the air, and moving about 
w ith freedom, and he appears to be entirely 
confident of success.

WM. M. TALLMAN. 


Yesterday afternoon about 4 o'clock, 
Mr. William Morrison Tallman died at his 
residence in the First Ward, having reach* 
ed the age of aixty-nlnc years and eleven 
months. Mr. Tallman has not been bless­ 
ed with very robust health for some yean 
past. but no immediately alarming disease 
attacked him until about the first of April 
A month previously he started on a trip 
for pleasure and health. He reached New 
Orleans 
in 
safety 
and 
after 
spending 
a 
short 
time 
there 
went to Washington where he was enjoy­ 
ing himself in greeting friends and sight­ 
seeing, when a cold which he had, became 
aggravated, and increased greatly his asth 
matic difficulties, and finally reached the 
heart. He hastened to New York where 
be was cared for at the residence of his 
brother. His eldest son hastened from 
this city to his bedside, the best medical 
aid and the most careful attentions were 
given him, but the disease refused to give 
way. 
Week before last he had however 
gained sufficiently to enable bim to be re­ 
moved to his home here, where he arrived 
in company with his son and physician, 
one week ago last Friday. 
Since then he 
has been gradually failing until yesterday 
when death pat an end to his sufferings 
and to his useiuiness. 
Mr. Tallman was a native of New York, 
being born in Lee, Oneida county, June 
13, 1893, his parents being David and 
Eunice Tallman, both natives of Wood­ 
bury, Conn., from whence they removed 
to New Y’ork in 1300. Ten years later the 
family removed to Brooklyn, where Mr- 
Tall man, in 1821, began the study of Jaw 
in the office of Hon. F. A. T alm age, on 
the old site of the Astor House. Deeming 
it advisable to secure a better preliminary 
cd neat i in, he went the following year to 
an academy in Norwalk, Conn., and after 
four years preparation there, entered Yale 
College, where he graduated in 1830. After 
a two years course in the Yale Law School, 
he was admitted to the bar in New Haven 
During his course in the law school, in 
1S31, he married at New Haven, Miss 
Emeiinc Dexter, of Hartford county Conn., 
a id at the end of his course, commenced 
practice in New York, in the office of Hon.

1833 he removed to Rome, New York, 
m d continued there iu the practice of law 
u itll 1850, when he removed Lo this city, 
where he continued practice until 1854, 
a id where he Las rest led till the time
